Syrian engineers rushed forward to 
throw metal bridges across an an- 
u-tank ditch and the armour pushed 
across to assault the southern Go- 
lan. A large force of tanks detached 
itself to deal with the fortress 
and its small garrison. 


Remnants of tht battle could be 
seen during a visit to the fortress 
yesterday 

The position was ringed by de- 
stroyed Syrian tanks. One, hit by 
a bazooka and apparently out of 
control, had driven up onto a stone 
wall at the main entrance and re- 
mained with its front end tilted 
violently upwards, as if it were at- 
tempting to climb the walls of the 
fortress. Immediately around the 
walls were another seven, some of 
which had already been towed 
away by retrieval crews reopening 
access to the position. 


More than 50 destroyed or aban- 
doned Syrian armoured vehicles 
could be made out in a large circle. 
Most of the vehicles had been 
knocked out by Israeli tanks which 
counterattacked Sunday and retook 
the position.

Left alone, the officer took cover 
until the bombardment ceased, and 
then tried to make his own way 
back to rejoin the Israelf forces. On 
the way, he came across a knocked- 
out Syrian tank and climbed in to 
look for water. He found what he 
wanted, aud something else — a 
severely wounded Syrian soldier, the 
sole survivor of the tank’s crew. He 
was about to leave, but the implor- 
ing look in the man's eyes said more 
than a thousand words in Arabic — 
even if he knew Arabic, which he 
dida't,". 

So he lifted the man onto his 
shoulders, despite his own wounded 
left hand, and started to drag him 
back to the Israel-occupied part of 
the Helghts. They only stopped to 
share swigs of water or take cover 
when shelis began to fall After 10 
hours, the two were spotted by an 
Israeli half-track, which picked them 
up. Once behind the lines, the Syrian 
was taken to a hospital. After hav- 
ing his hand dressed; the Israeli 
rejoined his unit. (tim)

THE JERUSALEM POST _ BUSINESS AND FINANCE 
‘British join Israelis 
in volunteering to fight 


- By DAVID LENNON, Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON: — The crews of two British Army Centurion tanks were 
among the more than one thousand volunteers who attended ἃ meet- 
ing at Hillel House in London on Tuesday night. 


The Jewish Agency Youth and 
Hehalatz department which has 
been responsible for registering 
volunteers said that it was over- 
whelmed by the response to its in- 
vitation to the briefing meeting. 

Yehuda Cohen, the coordinator of 
the movement, told me thait his over- 
worked team simply. never had 
time to count the number who had 
volunteered. None the leas, he was 
astounded when the meeting had to 
be held in three large rooms in ad- 
dition to the hall which bad been set 
aside for it. . 

Ali those ent, were told that 
Israel hes so far said that it doesn't 
want any volunteers. If a call is 
be issued, they were told, they will be 
required to pay their own fares, and 
more important, will be asked to 
stay for relatively lengthy periods. 

Despite being told that they will 
have tto do hard, grey ald unexcit- 
ing work, more than four hundred 
of the youngsters present said they 
were ready to go immediately. A 
group of some fifty doctors and nur- 
ses was also standing by, as were 
older people with special skills 
which might possibly be of use. 
Among the volunteers were many 
former and even present members 
of ithe British Army. The two, non- 
Jewish, Centurion tank crews said 
that they were ready to go right 
away. They explained that 'they are 
on leave for a month from duty in 
Northern Ireland, and felt that their 
leave could possibly even be ex- 
tended, if needed, beyond the begin- 
ning of December. 

Similar meetings were heki in 
Glasgow and Manchester where 
about sixty volunteers turned up at 
each hall, 

_ Fund raising 1s also getting mob- 
ilized and while the director of the 
Joint ‘Israel Appeal, Michael Bar- 
allay, told me: “We have stopped 
collecting money,” it is clear that 
millions of pounds are being con- 
tributed to the war fund, . 

English Jews gave millions of 
pounds sterling during the 1967 
emergency appeal, and the organ- 
izers privately expect to increase 
this figure substantially. 

Conservative Member of Parlfa- 
ment Michael Fidler, former Pres- 
ident of the Board of Deputies, ap- 
pealed last night to British Jews to 
“give until it hurts,” and the Anglo- 
Jewish press is carrying huge ad- 
vertisements exhorting Jews to 
give as never before.
